THE LIGHT DUES QUESTION. 
Tho following correspondence has been

furnished to us by the Colonial Secretary 
for publication :— 
GOVEKNON TO SECLETANY OF STATE. - 
Government House, 
Hongkong, 18th January, 1897. 

Sm,—I have the honour'to forward here- 
with petition which I have recetvéd: fram 
shipping firma in. this colony on the aub- 
ject. of the light dues lovied nt this port. 

2.—T'o facilitate the consideration of tha 
question I should mention that light ducs 
were first imposed in 1875, when ono cent 
aton was charged on European shipping 
entering tho port, and in 1890 they wore 
inerensed to 24 cents a. ton, the inereasa 
being made in order to meet the expendi- 
ture in connuctina with the orection and 
maintenance of the lighthouse on the Gap 
Rock.

of the upkeep and maintenance of the 
present lighthouses. They state-that any 
eharga over and above that necessary to 
cover such cost will deter shipping from 
this port and is 4n infringement of the 
freedom of the port, ywhich will affect its- 
welfare. 

4.--So far as light duos are concerned I 
agree with petitioners that the revenue 
derived from them should bo applied to 
the purpose for which it iy raised, viz., the 
upkeep and maintenance of the lighthouses 5 
and it is true that tho charge of one cent 
a tonis sufficient to cover ail present ex. 
ponditure incurred on that account” ~ 

5.—With regard to thu increased rate of 
1} cents a ton there seems’ty have boon an 
understanding at tho time it was raised 
that it was to bo devoted to defraying- tho 
cost of the Gap tock Lighzhouse and there 
was an implied, if not «distinct, promiso 
that it would not be devoted to any other 

urpose without the Legislative Council 
Gein consulted. «In order therefore to 
redvom this promise, and I hive informed 
the Council that in my opinion it should be 
redeemed, it will bo neccessary to abolish 
the present Gap Rock mto by a re- 
solution of the Council. But —peti- 
tioners not only desire the increased rate 
to be abolished in fulfilment of the promise 
made” by "Government,,put they wish the 
light duces to be pormihontly reducod to 
one cent, pointing out that any levy in ex- 
cess of that.pmount is not required for the 
lighthatse servico, but will be merged in 
the general revenue, to which they contend 
that shipping should not contribute, 

€,—In this contention with one excep- 
tion all- the Unofficial Members of the 
Legislative Council, to whom I referred the 
matter, do not concur, being of opinion 
that shipping should net be entirely ox- 
empt from taxation as petitioners desire, 


and they maintain that if the present dues. 


of 24 cents a ton are continued not as light 
ducs hut as harbour dues there will be no 
infringement of the freedom of the port—a 
frea port being one at which no customs 
duties aro levied, and there is no intention 
to charge customs dues at Hongkong. 
They also consider that the prosperity of 
the colony will not be affected by the im- 
position of such harbour ducs. 

7.—AWith regard to. the argument ad- 
vaneed by petitioners that any tax an slip- 
ping will be an infringement of the free- 
doja of the port, Ido not think thoy can 
be aware of the fact that there aro many 
free ports where the tax on shipping 19 
very heavy, and I agree with those mem- 
bors of the Legislative Cuuncil who consi- 
der a free port to be one where no customs 
duties are charged, “ 

8.—With respect to the foar expressed 
by petitioners that ships will be deterred 
from coming to Hongkong if a charge of 24 
cents a ton is imposed, the following figures 
show that the entry of European shipping 
into Hongkong has steadily inereased since 
light dues were firetlevied. In 1875, when 
the dues were first levied, the European 
tonnage entering the port was 1,951,855 
tons. In 1880 it had increased to 2,535,687 
tons ‘and in 1885 to 3,868,709 wns. In 
1890 light dues were increased from one 
cent to 2k cents. In that year the ton- 
mage entering the port amounted to 
4,893,733 tons and in 1896 it reached

NETHERLANDS INDIA. 
COUNTERFEIT COIN. 

The Samarang Chamber of Commerce has 
laid before Government the evils resulting 
from the increasing.circulation of counter- 
feit coin in Java. ‘The document, embody- 
ing their viows, appears in the Lecumotief 
ef the 13th March. The Chamber lnys 
stress on the almost insuperable obstacles 
in the way of taking effective measuroa 
against silver moncy, falso but of full 
weight, It is urged that the mare that gold, 
the currency basis in Netherlands India, 
rises in valuc, and the more the nominal 
value of the eurrpnt silver coin exceeds the 
real value, the greater will be the gain made 
by cuiners. That gain of late . has 
‘amounted “to 100% or half -tho nominal 
value of the silver coin in circulation, ‘The 
Chamber condemns the present system of 
artifieally keeping up the value of silver 
coin there. Jn its opinion, that systom 
works only for mischief in Netherlands 
India, surrounded as it ia by silvor currency 
lends, and inhabited by Asiatics, always 
ready for dishonest practices. In Java, 
there is some prospect of checking the im- 
porlation of counterfeit money, but there 
is no chance whatever of checking it in the 
outlying islands. Meanwhile, in: Java 
enormous «uantitics of spurious monoy, 
have got inte cireulation the value of which 
defies all estiumte. Considerable quantities 
of spurious cvin are systematically imported 
into the outiying islands from Singapore and 
from Chinese ports. The results of all this 
cannot fail, it is pointed out, te he disuse 
truus in the near future. Already, even 
Government silver ecin is viewed with 
suspicion in Java, The Chauber then fore- 


casts the future ta be: depreciation of [ 


sound silver money and « premiam on gold 
specie, followed by a considerably rise in 
exchange with foreign countries. 

SUGAR. 

The Batavia Niewestdad calls attention 
to the depressed conditiva of the Java 
suyar market. In 149%, by tho end of 
March, 5,400,000 piculs of that year's crop 
there, had been sold. But, this year, up 
to the 20th March, with tho exception “af 
ten thousand ypiculs, (high numbers) not 
one Picul of this year's Jaya sugar crop had 
been dealt in, Many planters look forward 
with apprehension to future of the 
awoct in the present year. Prospects are 
indeed far frem brilliant, and, of late, 
have so changod for the worse that heavy 
losses to sugar growers are hold to ke in- 
evitable, Pessimists are confident that, in 
tho next few months, many sugar estates 
in Java ‘will have to meet an enormous 
ontlay to keep going at all. Many cir- 
‘cumstances work together to depress 
the market value of the article, to quench 
onte! jing spirit as regards sugar, and, 
literally, to paralyse the trade in that 
ataple. The world’s stock of sugar has 
increased vastly of late with the result that 
prices have dropped ‘heavily, Java plan- 
tera with this before their oyesfeel no in- 
clination to sell, and have come to the con- 
clusign that any move im. that direction 
will only make matters worse. There 
is said to be no hope of any great improve- 


ment in quotations in the near future. | 


The stocks for sale will weigh down the 
market : there is nv chance of any diminu- 
tion in bevt-ront cultivation ; and the Cuba 
crop seems to bea large onc. The future 
of cane sugar hangs upon the extent of 
beet-root growing, this -yoar, and transac- 
tions in dave sugnr will only attain im- 
portance, when certainty in this “point can 
be reckyned upon. h
